2 Lenin works on working out a new t pro- 
gram of the Party, and publishes his book: 
“What is to be Done?” which expounds the 
basic principles of the organization of the Party 
and which became the foundation stone for all 
the later construction of the Bolshevik Party. 
Lenin prepares for the calling of the Second 
Congress of the Party and at this congress 
(July-August, 1903) he leads the consistent 
Marxian, revolutionary wing of the Russian 
Social Democracy, which after the congress 
received the name “Bolsheviks” (in Russian 
“Bolshevistvo” means majority) for Lenin’s 
formulations on a number of major questions 
received the majority of votes, the formula- 
tions put forward by Martov, leader of the op- 
portunist wing at the congress received only 
a minority of votes, and later the adherents of 
this wing came to be known as the “Menshe- 
viks“ — the Russian word “Menshevistvo” 
means minority. After the Congress Lenin 
resigns from the editorial board of the Party 
paper owing to differences in question of prin- 
ciple with the Mensheviks, and writes his work, 
“One Step Forward, Two Steps Backward,” in

between the Bolsheviks and Mensheviks, as be- 
tween the revolutionary and opportunist wing 
of the Party. 


Lenin conducts a tense struggle against the 
splitting tactics of the Mensheviks, exposing 
their opportunism in political and organiza- 
tional questions, especially Trétzky, who repre- 
sented the most dangerous type of Menshe- 
vism. Hiding behind revolutionary phraseology, 
Trotzky, with his slogans and “theory” of per- 
manent revolution, in essence disarmed the 
working class, regarding the peasantry not as 
an ally, but as an enemy of the proletariat, 
and showing no faith in the forces of the work- 
ing class. Lenin in his works pointed out that 
the anti-revolutionary-“ theory of Trotzky has 
nothing in common with the Marxist theory of 


into a Socialist revolution. 7 
Lenin publishes in the press a number of ar- 
ticles on the revolutionary’ movement of the 
peasantry and working class in Russia, the 
defeat of the Tzarist Gove nt in the Russo- 
Japanese War of 1904-1 and prepares for 
the calling of the III Congress of the Party. 
Lenin is elected as delegate to the III Congress 
of the Party by the Odessa organization and he 
leads the work of the III Congress of the Party 
(London, April-May, 1905). 
This Congress was exclusively a Bolshevik one, 
owing to the fact that the Mensheviks called 
an independent Conference in Geneva. The III 
Congress adopts decisions on the preparation 
of the armed uprising, on the revolutionary- 
democratic dictatorship of the working class 
and the peasantry in the approaching revolu- 
tion, on the hegemony of the proletariat, on 
support for the peasant movement. Lenin is 
elected to the Central Committee and is ap- 
pointed responsible editor of the central organ 
he Proletarian.”
